supercedes right. It is force— not alwaj e 
material or palpable force, but force in 
principle^-that rules any Southern dis- 
trict in which there are two colored He- 
publican voters for every white Demo- 
cratic voter, and in which the white Dem- 
ocratic voter suppresses the two colored 
Kepublican voters and continues to en- 
joy the benefit of their existencj ior pur- 
poses of representation. 


That is t.he stute of things which the 


Federal Election bill is designed to brenk 
up. That state of things is the forcible 
retention by one man of the rights of 
three men by robbing the other two 
men. It is just as much force and rob- 
bery aa if the two colored men were 
slaves 
and were forced to work for 


the white 
man 
and robbed of the 


wages of their labor by the crack of the 
overseer's whip. 


It is a one-man-one-vote bill. It aims 


to give every man one vote, and no more 
than one vote, or the benefit or weight of 
more than une vote. 


It is not a force bill. It is an anti-force 


bill. It is a milestone of civilization, an 
honorable and sacred and historic meas- 
ure, no more a "force" measure than wus 
the Msgna Charta of Runnymede, tha 
Declaration of Independence, the liiEt 
English act of Parliament for extanding 
the franchise, or the manhood suffrage 
act which the English Liberals are going 
to put through when they return to 
power.
